sight of an avalanche in action is 
familiar to many Californ*a skiers, 
confirmed slope-depe may well have 
t thus far in life without even see- 
ing an avalanche track. To the would-be 
Ski Mountaineer, then, the material 
dealt with in Selipgman's "Snow Structure 
and Ski Fields" often presents an en- 
tirely new--and fascinating--line of 
thought, 

To have learned about the process of 
firnification, however, still does not 
give one much idea of what a rushing, 
pouring avalanche really looks like. 
Conditions in those parts of the Sierra 
usually visited by skiers do not often 
produce avalanches. 

But “a picture is worth a thousend. 
words," end the motion picture produced 
by the Swiss Avalanche Commission may 
well go far to make up for a lack of 
experience. The latter parts of the 
film show scene after scene of power 
pouring like surf around obstructions, or 
of great slab blocks grinding and slid- 
ing down a slope. From this film one 
gains some idea of the irresistible 
foree of. tons of snow “on the xove-~win 
a hurry." Even without the sound-- 
which one finds himself imagining, any- 
way--the film gives perhaps an even 
better conception than one or two view- 
ings of actual avalanches, in which ex- 
citement could well interfere with ob- 
servation. 

Many have already seen the picture 
either at its PG&E showing or with one 
of the small groups in the East Bay, 
But if there is a sufficient number of 
those who aspire to ski touring and
